Breast cancer /n women has received 
considerable notice In recent weeks 
with both First Lady Betty Ford and 
Hafipy Rockefeller undergoing surgery 
font. 

As 0 result, mony American women 
who may not, have given the malady 
much consideration are now far more 
conscious of II, of its effects, of Its de- 
tection and the Importance of Its early 
treatment. 

Self-examlnotlon of the female 
breasts monthly Is recommended by the 
American Cancer Society as a safeguard 
against breast cancer. 

A woman experiencing .. breast 
changes Is urged to see her doctor 
promptly, since early detection and 
prompt treatment can save her life. 

Three self-examining steps are urged 
by the society and shown here In UPl 
diagrams. . 

One of the three steps Is for the 
woman to He down, as demonstrated by 
the mode/ In top left picture, arid touch 
all 'parts ' of the breasts. She should lay 
on her bock with a pillow raising the 
'sidei being exarhined, with an arm 
behind her head. 

The-secand step-ls shown In picture 
at top right. The woman should sit or 
lie down with one hand behind her 
head and with the other hand, fingers 
flattened, she gently feels the breasts, 
pressing very, very lightly. 

The third step Is examine both breasts 

in the shower or tub, while the skin Is ... 
wet and slippery. One can also view 
the breasts In a mirror, first with arms, 
at sides, then with arms overhead. 
■.Any sign of a lump or thickening 
should be reported fo a doctor Im- 
mediately.

A panel of physicians active 
in cancer surgery reaffirmed 
cancer society policy against 
removal of only part of the 
breast.

Hints for Christmas poinsettias given 



By GEORGE ABRAHAM 
ROOTING HOUSE PLANTS: RlRht now is a Hood lime 
to tnkc care of your house plants for next year's show. 

One of the best ways to carry them over for winter is to 
start new ones from simple cuttinus- Cerunlums. 
fuchsias, colcus. Impatlcns. and cnunlless others can Ik 
started by taking tip cuttings and moling them in plain tup 
water, vcrmictilltcorpcrlltc. ■ — 

A simple home plant propagator can l>o made from u 
large flower pot filled with sand. A small pot plunged into 
the center Is a reservoir Into which water Is poured. The 
drainage hole of the small pot Is pluggeJ with a corli and 
. then the pot Is Iccpt filled with water, Uniform moisture is 
maintalnied In the sand for whatever rooting material you 
use) bysccping from the small pot's porous sides. 

Next step is to lake the cuttings and Insert them into the 
propagating pot. . 

Geranium cuttings can t>c alwut :i or 4 Inches lon^ and 
Inserted Into the sand al>oul ■ ■ or 1.3" apart. 

Colcus and day plants can Ik rooted easily In the pot. or 
you con start them In a glass of plain tap water. In fact, a 
small bottle with tap water Is useful for tilartinK cuttings 
of such items as Ivies. African Violets. Zehrinu und duy 
plants, to name a few. 

If your house plant is tull and gangly, you can cut It tiuck 
and use tip cuttings from the severed porlions. The parent 
plant will send out new shouts and can Iw iLsed u^ain. 

We're often asked If plant hormone powders should )>c*' 
used for rooting various house plants. IxiL's put It this 
way; you don't Rain anything on cultlng.s which aru iiany 
to root. F\)rtough-to-nKil llcms, powdcrscuri lie helprui. 

Tlic best way to apply the plant hormones is In u powder 
form, You can huy snuill packets or'pound cans, hut for 
the heme garden a packet Is plenty since a pound can will 
treat over 40,(U0 cuttings. Just dip the base end In the 
powder before inserting It In the rooting material.

By rcmiiving the mpe or chain It can 
l>e set on an old-lushiwt&l fern stand or u.sed as un 
elalrarate center piece at Chrl.stmus time. 

If you kept your poinscttla and It's over 2 feet tail. I'd 
cut It l)&ck at least half nnwsii 11 will Iw nice und hushy tiy 
the tImeChristmus rolls aniund. 

Root your tips in plain lop water and you'll have small 
poinscttla plants tjy Chrlstmus. Best temperature (or 
poinsetti is around 70 to 72 degrees during the duy and 
. around 60 to GS degrees at night, Keep the plant watered at 
ali times, especially when the soli fccLs dry. Poinsettias do 
not like wet feet, soavold ovcrwaterlnfj. 

Now, for Christmas lilooming, Rememher. the 
"flowers" on the poinscttla are phDiopcrlodicully Induced, 
to use a college term. This means that fjnWers Iwgin In 
form when doys arc a definite length, or when the nights 
reach a definite length, Inothcr words, the poinscltia is a 
short-duy or long-nlghl planl. 

It flowers ulMul 10 weeks alter the length of daylight 
shortens to 1 1 hours or less. Thus, the plant must have

complete darkness Iwtwccn 5 p.m. and fl a.m. daily from 
September to late Novemlwr. if the plant Is expwcd to 
any kind of light (street, qosh, or bedroom llghll during 

the dark hours, flowering will l>c delayed. 

A dark closet..opaque l>ox, or black plastic sheet may lie 
used for the dark treatment. Keep up the dark treatment 
until the color hrocts arc almost fully expanded. Keep the

You can feed your poinscttla a licjuld plant food once 
every 3 or 4 weeks, until about mId>Deeemhcr. Do not 
over'focd.

The requirements of most foliage plants are simple: a 
humusy.'wefl-dralncd soil, diffused, light and the highest 
humidity possible. Probably more follago plants die In 
dish gardens and planters from ovcrwatcring than any 
other cause. Plastic or metal containers are trieklcr tousc 
because they do not diy out as fast as clay pots and 
therefore, arc usually ovcrwatcred.
